Smith Middle School in 1987 and served in that capacity until 1991. Erom 1991 until her retirement in 2001, she was the 
Assistant Superintendent for Secondary Education. Stern, yet compassionate, Dr. Harris knew every name, every parent and 
every talent that her students brought to bear and demanded nothing short of excellence. She often told her students to "Love 
yourself; 'You are somebody!" and;
